19 (A) IN THISSECTION, "ELDERLY RENTAL HOUSING UNIT" MEANS A RENTAL
20 HOUSING UNIT OCCUPIED BY A FAMILY HEADED BY AN ELDERLY INDIVIDUAL

21 WHOSE INCOME FALLSWITHIN THE PUBLIC HOUSING INCOME LIMITS FOR VERY

22 LOW INCOME FAMILIESIN MARYLAND DEVELOPED BY THE FEDERAL DEPARTMENT
23 OF HOUSING AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT.
